NEW MANGALORE PORT TRUST EMPLOYEES 
(GENERAL PROVIDENT FUND) FIRST AMEND¬ 
MENT REGULATION, 1991. j 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Act 1963 (38 of 1963) the 
New Mangalore Port Trust Board hereby makes, sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the Central Government, under 
Section 124 of the above Act, the following Regula¬ 
tions to amend the New Mangalore Port Trust Emp¬ 
loyees (General Provident Fund) Regulations, 1980 
(published as GSR 157(E) in the Gazette of India, 
Extraordinary dated 28th March, 1980 namely 

1. (i) These Regulations may be palled New Manga¬ 
lore Port Trust Employees (General Provident Fund) 
Regulations first Amendment Regulations, 1991. 

(it) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the New Mangalore Port Trust (General Pro¬ 
vident Fund) Regulations, 1980 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said Regulations), In Regulation 2 of the 
said Regulations, add the following at the end of sub¬ 
clause (i) as well as sub-clause of sub-regulation (e). 

“Minor Brothers, unmarried sisters and parents 
and where no parents of the subscriber is 
alive, a paternal grand parent,” 

3. In Regulation 4 of the said Regulations the sub¬ 
regulation 4 shall be deleted and sub-regulations 5 & 6 
shall be renumbered as 4 and 5 respectively. The 
following shall be inserted as sub-regulation 6. 

6. “Apprentice and probationers shall be treated 
as temporary Government servants for the 
purpose of this Rule.” 

4. In regulation No. 6 of the said Regulations under 
the sub-regulation No. 1 the following first proviso 
shall be inserted before the existing provision : 

“Provided that when a subscriber is a minor, he 
shall he required to make the nomination 
only on his attaining the age of majority.” 


Tire first and second provisos under this sub-regu¬ 
lation shall be read as second and third proviso. 

The following note shall be inserted under the 
regulation : 

“Note :In this rule, unless the context otherwise 
requires “person” or “persons” shall in¬ 
clude a dompany or association or body of 
individuals, whether incorporated or not. It 
shall also include a fund such as the Prime 
Minister’^ National Relief fund or any chari¬ 
table or other trust or fund, to which nomi¬ 
nation may be made through the Secretary, 
or other executive authorised to receive 
payment.” 

5. The Regulation No, 7 of the said regulations 
shall be modified as follows : 

“7. Subscribers Account, An uccount shall be 
opened in the name of each subscriber in 
which shall be shown : 

(t) his subscriptions, 

(ii) interest, as provided by rule 12 on subs¬ 
cription. 

(iii) advances and withdrawal from the fund.” 

6. In Regulation No. 8 of the said regulations 
under the sub-regulation No. (1) the following note 
shall be inserted : 

“Note :—-A subscriber need not subscribe during 
a period treated as “dies non”. 

The f ollowing sub-regulation shall be added as sub- 
Regulation No. (3) and (4) under the regulation : 

“(3) A subscriber who has under rule 21 with¬ 
drawn the amount standing to his credit 
in the fund shall not subscribe to the fund 
after such withdrawal unless he returns to 
duty.” 

“(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
sub-rule (1) a subscriber shall not subscribe 
to the fund for the month in which he quits 
service unless, before the Commencement of 
the said month, he communicates for the 
Head of office in writing his option to subs¬ 
cribe for the said month,” 

In Regulation 8 the following shall be added as 
sub-regulations (5) & (6): 

(5) “An employee due to retire on superannba- 
shail be exempted from making any subscrip¬ 
tion to the Fund during the last 3 months of 
his service. The discontinuance of subscrip¬ 
tion would compulsory and not ‘optional’.” 

(6) “Such of the subscriber as are entitled to 

PLB or performance reward, may, if they 
so desire, deposit the whole or part of the 
amount admissible under the Scheme in their 
respective Provident Fund A[C.” 

. 7. In Regulation 9 of the said regulations, the pro¬ 
viso (i) under the sub-clause (a) of sub-regulation (2) 
shall be modified as follows : 
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“(1) If f -he subscriber was? on leave on the said 
date and elected not to subscribe during 
such leave or was under suspension on the 
said date, his emoluments shall be the emo¬ 
luments to which he was entitled on the first 
day after his return to duty." 

8. In regulation 12 of this regulation the proviso 1 
under sub regulation 1 the percentage of interest oc- 
curing in the 2nd, 3rd and 4th line shall be read as 8 
per cent instead of 4 per cent, 

In Regulation No. 12 of the said regulation under 
sub-regulation 4 the following 2nd proviso shall be 
inserted under the existing proviso : 

“Provided further that where a subscriber on deputa¬ 
tion to a body corporate, owned or controlled 
by the Government or an autonomous orga¬ 
nisation registered under the Societies Regis¬ 
tration Act, 1860 (21 of 1860) is subsequen¬ 
tly absorbed in such body corporate of orga¬ 
nisation with effect from a retrospective date, 
for the purpose of calculating the interest due 
on the fund accumulations of the subscriber 
the date of issue of the orders regarding ab¬ 
sorption shall be deemed to be tbe date 
on which the amount to the credit of the 
subscriber becomes payable subject, however, 
to the condition that the amount recovered 
as subscription during the period commenc¬ 
ing from the date of absorption and ending 
with the date of issue of order of absorption 
shall deemed to be subscription to Ihe fund 
only for the ptrrpose of awarding interest 
under this sub-regulation.” 

The following sub-regulation shall be added under 
regulation as sub-regulation Nos. 6 and 7. 

“6 The interest on amounts which under sub¬ 
regulation (3) of regulation 11, reguation 21 
or regulation 22 arc replaced to the subs¬ 
criber, in fund, shall be calculated at such 
rates as may be successively prescribed under 
sub-rule (1) of this regulation and so far 
as may be in the manner described' in this 
regulation.” 

“7 In case a subscriber is found to have drawn 
from the fund an amount in excess of the 
amount standing to his credit on the date of 
the drawal, the overdrawn amount, irres¬ 
pective of whether the overdrawal occurred 
in the course of on advance or n withdrawn! 
or die final payment from the fund, shall be 
repaid by him with interest thereon in one 
lumpsum, or in default be ordered to be 
recovered by deduction in one lumpsum, 
from tbe emoluments of the subscriber. If 
the total amount to be recovered is more 
than half of the subscribers emoluments, re¬ 
coveries mav be made in monthly instalments 
of moieties of his emoluments till the entire 
amount together with interest is recovered.” 

' 9. The regirlatlon No. 13 of the said regulations shall 
be deleted. 


10. In regulation No. 14 under the said regulations, 
sub-regulation 1(d) shall be modified as follows : 

“(d) to meet the cog of legal proceedings institut¬ 
ed by or against the subscriber, any member 
of his family or any person actually depen¬ 
dent on him, the advance in this case being 
available in addition to any advance admis¬ 
sible foi the same purpose from any other 
source (Port).” 

The following shall be added as sub-regulation No 
4 under the regulation. 

4 when an advance is sanctioned under sub-rule 
(2) before repayment of last instalment of 
any previous advance is completed the 
balanc'e of any previous advance not recover¬ 
ed shall be added to tbe advance so sanc¬ 
tioned and the instalments for recovery shall 
be fixed with reference to the consolidated 
amount.” 

In regulation 14 of the said regulations, add the 
following as sub-regulation (5). 

(5) “No temporary advance shall be sanctioned 
during the last 3 months of service in order 
to enable the Accounts Officer to compile 
the task of issuing authority for payment one 
month before tbe retirement ” T he profor¬ 
ma for “application for advance from Provi¬ 
dent Fund” Form No Vl shall be substitut¬ 
ed by the form attached. 

11. In Regulation No. 15 under the said regulation, 
the following proviso shall be inserted Under sub-regu- ' 
lation No, (3) : 

“Provided that, before such advance is disallow¬ 
ed, the subscriber shall be given an opportu¬ 
nity to explain to the sanctioning auTiority 
in writing and within fifteen davs of the 
receipt of the Communication why the repay¬ 
ment shoulci not be enforced and if any 
explanation is submitted by tbe subscriber 
within the said period of fifteen days it shall 
be referred to the Chairman for decision and 
if no explanation within the said period is 
Submitted by him, the repayment shall be 
enforced in the manner prescribed in this 
sub-rule.” 

12. The Regulation No, 16 of the said regulations 
shall be modified as under : 

“16, Wrongful use of advance —notwithstanding 
anything contained in this regulation, ir the 
sanctioning authority has reason to doubt 
that money drawn as advance from the fund 
under Rule 14 has been utilised for a pur¬ 
pose other than that for which sanction was 
given to the drawal of the money, he shall 
communicate to the subscriber tbe reason for 
his doubt and require him to explain in writ¬ 
ing and within fifteen davs of the receipt of 
such Communication whether the advance 
has been utilised for the purpose for which 
sanction was given to the drawal of the 
monev. If tbe, sanctioning authority is not 
satisfied with the explanation furnished by 
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the subscriber within the said period of 
fifteen days, the sanctioning authority shall 
direct the subscriber to repay the amount in 
question to the fund forthwith or, in default, 
order the amount to be recovered by deduc¬ 
tion in one lumpsum from the emoluments 
of the subscriber even if he be on leave. If 
however, the total amount to be repaid be 
more than half the subscribers emoluments, 
recoveries shall be made in monthly instal¬ 
ments of moieties of his emoluments till the 
entire amount is repaid by him." 

Note :—The terms “emoluments" in the rule does not 
include subsistence grant 

13. In Regulation No. 17. under the said regula¬ 
tions, the first four lines of sub-regulation No, (2) 
shall be modified as follows 

“(2) After the completion of (ten years) of ser¬ 
vice (including broken periods of service if 
any) of a subscriber or within ten years be¬ 
fore the date of his retirement on superan¬ 
nuation, whichever is earlier, from the 
amount standing to his credit in the fund 
for one or more of (he following purposes, 
namely; 

Add the following under sub-regulation (2) as sub¬ 
clause (c) renumbering the existing sub-clause as sub¬ 
clause (d) under the regulation : 

(c) Renovating additions or alteration or up 
keep of an ancestral house at a place other 
than the place of duty or to a house built 
with the assistance of loan from the NMPT 
at a place other than the place of duty.” 

Add the following sub-regulations (3) and (4) 
under the Regulation ; 

“(3) Within six months before the date of sub¬ 
scriber’s retirement, from th® amount stan¬ 
ding to his credit in the fund for the pur¬ 
pose of acquiring a farm land or business 
premisesor or both.” 

“(4) Once during the course of a financial year, 
an amount equivalent to one year’s subs¬ 
cription paid by the subscriber towards the 
Group Insurance Scheme for the employees 
organised by L.I.C. of India for N.M-P.T. 
on self financing and contributing basis.” 

Note 2 under the regulation shall be read as no‘c 
6 and ffie following inserted as Notes 1 to 5 : 

“Note 1 : A subscriber who has availed himself of 
an advance under the N.M.T.P. for the grant of ad¬ 
vance for house building purpose, or has been allowed 
any assistance in this regard from any other recognised 
housing scheme shall be eligible for the grant of with¬ 
drawal under sub-clause (a), (c), (d) of sub-regulation 
(2) of this'regulation Sr the purpose specified therein 
and also for the purpose of repayment of any loan taken 
under the aforesaid scheme subiect to the limit speci¬ 
fied in the proviso to sub-rule (1) of rule 18.

If the subscriber has an ancestral house or built a 
house at a place other than the place of his duty with 
th*e assistance of loan taken from the Government 
he shall be eligible for the grant of a final withdrawal 
under this regulation for purchase of a house site or 
for construction of another bouse or for acquiring a 
ready built flat at the place of his duty. 

No'e 2 . Withdiwal under sub-clause (a), (c) and 
(d) of sub-regulation 2 of this regulation shall be 
sanctioned only after a subscriber has submitted a 
plan of the house to be constructed or of the addition 
or alteration to be made duly approved by the local 
municipal body of the area where the site or house is 
situated and only in case where the plan is actually 
got approved. 

Note 3 : The amount of withdrwal sanctioned under 
for sub-clause (b) of sub-regulation 2 shall not ex¬ 
ceed 314th of the balance of date of application to¬ 
gether with the amount of previous withdrawal under 
sub-clause (hi reduced by the amount of previous 
with drawal, the formula to be followed is 3)4th of 
(the balance as on date plus amount of previous with¬ 
drawals) for the house in question) minus the 
amount of previous withdrawal. 

Note 4 : Withdrawal under sub-clause (a) of sub- 
regulation 2 shall also be allowed where the house 
site or home is in the name of wife or husband pro¬ 
vided she or he is the first nominee to receive proyi- 
deut fund money in the nomination mad© by the subs¬ 
criber. 

Note 5 ; Only one withdrawal shall be allowed for 
the same purpose under this rule. But marriage or 
education of different children or illness on different 
occasions or a further addition or alteration to the 
house or flat covered by fresh plan duly approved by 
the local municipal body of the area where the house 
or flat is situated shall not be treated as the same pur¬ 
pose. Second or subsequent withdrawal under sub¬ 
clause (a) or sub-clause (c) of sub-regulation 2 shall 
be allowed upto the limit laid down under Note 3. 

Insert the following as Note No- 7 under sub-regu¬ 
lation (2) — 

Note 7 : No partial final withdrawal may be per¬ 
mitted during the last 3 months of service, However 
in exccpional cases this may be permitted under the 
sanction of the Head of the department, impressing 
on the employee concerned the possibility of delay in 
the issue of authority for final withdrawal one month 
before the retirement. 

The following shall be added as sub-regulation 
No. 5 :
